Senate Group Passes Bill 
Aiding Reservists, Scouts 


WASHINGTON. —. The Senate 
Armed Services committee hag ap- 
proved a bill to greatly liberalize 
coverage under the Missing Per- 


sons Act. Reservists, particularly, 
would get broad coverage under 
the bill 


The House-passed measure, HR 
5807, makes the law permanent. It 
has been extended repeatedly. The 
bill would also provide POW pay 
to some 6000 members of the Phil- 
ippine Scouts who were captured 
by the Japanese during World War 
Ii atid paroled to their homes. 

Under the missing persons law, 
the families of men_in a missing 
status continued te get the man’s 
pay and’ allowances until he is 
found or declared legally dead. 
Some 44 men are now in a missing 
status. 


Under the new bill, families of 
Reservists and National Guards- 
men who become missing would 
get the pay and allowance of the 
man’s grade until he is found. This 
includes men who get lost going to 
or from weekly drills. It evem-cov- 
ers those drilling in a non-pay stat- 
us. 

By broadening the coverage to 
those lost in continental 
States, the measure would include 
—in addition to Reserves — men 
who become lost in plane crashes 
and in security work 

The bill would allow the services 
to sell a man’s auto — the money 
going to his family. It also allows 
the servicés to ship his household

It said enlisted persons return- 
ing from foreign service to con- 
tinental U. S. or to territories of 
residence must have completed at 
five-sixths of the normal 
tours in foreign areas, or they

The feeding test,. designed to 
establish that food preserved by 
ionizing radiation is acceptable to 
troops on a basis of flavor and tex- 
ture, will be conducted by. the 
Quartermaster Research and Engi- 
neering Field Evaluation Agency, 
located at Fort Lee. 


The irradiated food to be used 
in the test will be selected and ap- 
proved for the test under direction 
of the Quartermaster General and 
the Surgeon General of the Army. 


The initial test will be confined 
to a single irradiated food item, 
which will be served several times 
during a 30-day period as part of 
a regular Ariny meal. e same 
dish also will be served several 
times during the same period in 
non-irradiated form. Troops partici- 
pating in the test will not be in- 
formed when the irradiated’ ver- 
sion is being served in order to 
enable them to make an impartial 
evaluation of the two types. 


It is expected the test will in- 
volve two companies of troops, or 
approximately 300 men. Participa- 
tion in the test will be strictly on 
a voluntary basis and no soldier 
will be required to take part un- 
less he expresses a desire to do so.

THE IRRADIATED food will be 
provided to the selected Army mess 
halls in the same manner as regu- 
lar food supplies, and prepared by 
cooks according to standard Army 
recipes.

For years the tiny menace has plagued the private 
lives of fighting men, as any soldier who has scratched him- 
self to sleep while on bivouac can attest. Now the “Army is 


turning the tables. 

It is bombarding the little nui- 
sance with. radioactivity; chasing 
him with Geiger counters, and com- 
pletely upsetting his sex life. 

It all started when the Futomol- 
ogy Department of the Fourth 
Army Medical Laboratory at Fort 
Sam Houston decided to study the

when hosted on rabid bats.

ACCORDING TO Col. Samuel O. 
Hill, Chief of the Entomology De- 
partmepty-he atid his assistants are 
using everything including Geiger 
counters to de the job, “Experi- 
menting with the plain old tick 
isn’t as easy as it sounds. 

Using radioisotopes to tag, or 
identify the tick from its relatives 
who have not ben treated with the 
substance, Col. Hill and his aides 
at first tried dipping ticks into a 
radioactive bath. The method 
proved successful for a while, but 
special ingredients soon 
leaving no way to track: the tiny 
tick menace 

The entomofogists would dip 200 
ticks at a time, dry them. place 


them in containers, and release 
them in the field. . So far, 16.000 


ticks have been “branded” in this 
manner. The process was. de- 
veloped in order to detect marked 
ticks from their unmarked counter 


parts, and to study their’ migrating |

“THE TASK of hand dipping 


hundreds of ticks is like running | 
a race in a squirrel cage,” Col. Hill | 


said. “The tiny insects scramble 
around’ so fast it’s hard to keep 
traek of them. Consequently 
of them are dipped twice 
others. not af all. 

“The most effecfive and _ easi- 
est method we have found so far 
to tag ticks is by letting them 
feed on a-small animal which 
has had. radicisotopes injected 
into its veins,” he added. “We 
use rabbits for the experiment, 
and after the ticks have fed on 

radidisotope-injected ‘rabbit, 
they will stay tagged throughout 
their lives.and even to the next 
generation.”

WASHINGTON. — The Corps of 
Engineers is buying the first of 
ibree sizes of a newly developed 
industrial type small air-cooled 
gasoline engine for use by the 
armed forces.

Designed especially for military 
use, the new standard engine fam- 
ily will have a longer life, with a 
maximum of 100 to 200 parts or 
assemblies required for stockage, 
as compared with the 23,000 neces- 
sary to keep gasoline engines of 
ihis size going in War II. 

Engineers say that maintenance 
men making repairs will in most 
instances replace major compon 
ents of the engines instead of re- 
placing single parts. Minor re 
pairs will be confined to the build- 
ing of carburetors and distributors

All-Synthetic 
Tire Made 


WASHINGTON. — The develop- 


ment for the Army of an -all-syn- 
thetic, heavy duty truck tire was 
announced this week by the Esso 
Research and Engineering Co. 

The firm quoted ordnance engi- 
neers as saying the. tires represent 
the closest approach yet to mak- 
ing this country entirely free from 
dependence on natural rubber for 
defense. It said they are made 
from a synthetic rubber available 
in commercial quantities. 

Also, Esso said, the new tires 
will mean vast savings in the de- 
fense program since they do not 
deteriorate in storage as present 
types do. 

The tires are made of butyl, a 
synthetic rubber created from oil 
refinery gases. They were per- 
fected after more than three years 
of research by the Pennsylvania 
Tire Co., Mansfield, Ohio, and the 
Esso Research and Engineering 
Co. of New York, the inventors of 
butyl.

CIC personnel, Maj: Gen. Richard 
G. Prather, Chief, CIC, and com- 
manding general of the Army In- 
telligence Center, Fort Holabird, 
stated: 

“The history of the Counter In- 
telligence Corps over these 40 
years, covering two great wars and 
the Korean conflict, is filled with 
deeds which have won the praises 
of our greatestleaders. The Corps, 
though young, is mature beyond 
its years. It has been successful 
because the task was so vital to 
our nation that nothing less than 
success would have been accept- 
able” 

When the U.S. Army Expedi- 
tionary Force headquarters staff 
arrived in France in July 1917, it 
discovered the extensive counter 
intelligence organizations of the 
British and French. It also learned 
of their successes. The corps as 
we know it today was quickly au- 
thorized shortly thereafter. It was 
first called the Corps of Intelli- 
gence Police. 

British and French agents in 
those first days gave our new corps 
—50 agents with rank and pay of 
infantry sergeants—brief instruc- 
tion. 

Then they went to work—some 
with combat units, others on port 
security with the French and Brit- 
ish, and still others in the inte- 
rior where they pedaled Quarter- 
master issue olive drab bicycles 
over the highways of Western 
France. They provided security 
for huge supply depots, canton- 
ments, and air fields which the 
Army was constructing in nearly 
two dozen French communities.

THE BRILLIANT record of its 
first 50 agents erased any doubt of 
the positive value of a counter in- 
telligence organization in wartime. 
But proving its worth in peacetime 
was a different story. In 1920 
there remained only six agents to 
carry on the work of the corps, 
and all were eligible for discharge 
when the corps was authorized as 
a peacetime organization. The 
corps suffered with the rest of the 
Army during the depression, and 
for the six years prior to War II, 
it had an average of. about 16

IN RAPID succession, the corps 
gained a chief, established a head- 
quarters, started an investigators’ 
schoo), set up a personnel selec- 
tion system, and activated a-sup- 
ply depot. These first men had to 
write all of the organizational and 
training manuals for the corp. 

The day after Pearl Harbor, the 
corps’ strength increased to over 
a thousand. The head rs, 
tablished initially in Washington, 
D.C., moved to Baltimore, Md., 
where it remained until 1044. 

The CIC training school moved 
from Washington to Chicago in 
1942 where it Jater became an ad- 
vanced school. As CIC detachments 
arrived. overseas, local _ schools 
sprang up in North Africa, Eng- 
land, Australia, and later in the 
Philippines. . 

Nearly all CIC personnel had 
been shipped overseas by. early 
1944, and the remaining agents 
merged with agents of the Provost 
Marshal General to form the Secur- 
ity and Intelligence Corps. Cen- 
tral procurement and assignment 
was abolished. and the office of 
the Chief of CIC closed its doors. 
Though there was no question as 
to the necessity of the mission, or- 
ganizationally it appeared that. the 
CIC as such had a limited. future. 

eo . 


WITH THE end of the war in 
Europe, plans were made to re- 
train and use European CIC de- 
tachments in the Pacific. The of- 
ficé of the Chief of . CIC. again 
opened its doors in midsummer, 
1945, this time at Fort Meade, Md. 
At the new center, a new training 
program built around the needs 
for Pacific area service started up. 

The Pacific War ended two 
months later, but instead of . the 
center being deactivated, it nioved 
in October 1945 to Fort Holabird, 
where it has remained ever since. 
Commanders, worldwide, were 
bombarding the War Department 
with requests to keep and even 
increase their CIC detachments. 

During the years of occupation 
after the war, CIC provided secur- 
ity for troops in foreign lands 
through security indoctrinations of 
leaders and education of the men. 
In Europe, CIC screened nearly 
half a million displaced persons 
seeking a new home in this coun- 
try. There was no question. of 
the CIC’s place in a peacetime 
army. With the inception of the 
cold war, counter intelligence ac- 
tivities in Eurepe reached their 
full flower. 

+ o * 

KOREAN combat posed an en- 
tirely new security problem. The 
North Koreans had more than 5000 
guerillas behind South Korean 
lines’ before the conflict -started. 
Hundreds of others came through 
among the hordes of refugees 
streaming south ahead of the in- 
vading North Koreans. 

The corps is most proud of its 
individual agents.

Dead cigarette filters are tn- 
pleasant to carry around in your 
pockets and make you look foolish 
when you try to pay for a cup of 
coffee with several of them and a 
dime. 

As for what their disposal in 
plumbing facilities may have done 
to proper functioning of  in- 
dispensable conveniences, no one 
has as yet conducted any survey. 

The Army — at least that part 
of it which polices areas from here 
to the ends of the world—stands 
by waiting for an answer to a prob-

BLOOMFIELD, Conn.—The world’s first pilotless helicopter flight which was made’ by

ers. 

Using TV cameras to seek out 
“target areas, robot helicopters 
can discharge smoke bombs to 
mark the targets for artillery fire. 
The pilotless copters can lay 
smoke screens te obscure troop 
movements in rough terrain 
which would not permit use of 
the less maneuverable airplanes. 

Robot helicopters can lay and 
detonate lines of explosives 





through areas spotted with land 
mines, thereby clearing paths for 
the movement of troops and ve- 
hicles, and they can be used as 
highly maneuverable vehicles capa- 
ble of chasing down and destroying 
enemy tanks and transport equip- 
ment. 

Remotely controlled copters 
carrying the necessary equipment 
can be flown into a radio active 
area. Carrying TV cameras, the 
robot helicopters can transmit on- 
the-spot visual reports of nuclear 
weapon damage without radiation 
danger.

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- Not So Dandy 


At Las Vegas, Nev., recently, four Air 
Force’men handled the delicate assembly job 
in arming an atomic rocket for air-to-air 
firing. The test was so successful it may 
revolutionize the air defense system. Ranks 
of the men involved were the Army equival- 
ents of first lieutenant, sergeant and two 
corporals. Their combined monthly take- 
home pay equals that of another highly re- 
spected assembler in Vegas—one bartender. 

It would be hard to find a more apt com- 
mentary on the present lack of interest, with- 
in the Administration and Congress, in 
bringing service pay up to minimum stand- 
ards demanded by the skills required of 
service people as well as by the increased 
cost of living. 

The Defense Department’s original en-, 
thusiasm for a revised pay system has been 
successfully choked off by Administration 
demands that the mythical “balanced” 
budget shall prevail uber alles, The House of 
Representatives, under no such compulsion 
io obey the Administration dictum, has just 
voted one million government workers an 11 
percent pay raise which would cost $530 
million a year. This came on top of another 
raise voted a half-million postal employees, 
costing $317 million a year. The House was 
in no way deterred by the knowledge that 
the raise legislation, if it ever reached the 
President, would almost certainly have to 
be vetoed; it had made its point with the 
voters. 

In view of this cynical attitude, it may 
not be considered too cynical to ask some of 
the “100 percent American” flag-wavers in- 
habiting the Hill if they have noticed what 
has been happening in Canada in recent 
weeks. The Canadian Army, already the 
highest paid in the world, received an in- 
crease of six percent. In addition, skilled 
men in four categories got a flat 20 percent 
yaise. 

Sample items: A Canadian “private 
irained” now gets base pay of $110 monthly. 
An American private after four months gets 
$83.20 and would have to be four years in 
yvrade "before reaching the $109.20 plateau. 
An American sergeant making $145.24 has 
wn Canadian counterpart drawing $194. An 
American colonel has to serve 22 years be- 
fore he overhauls, pay-wise, a Canadian who 
has served 16. 

So far, neither Congress nor the Admin- 
istration has heeded well-documented argu- 
ments by experts in the field on the need for 
2» service pay adjustment. Perhaps a more 
emotional appeat, calling attention to what 
ix happening to Yankee Doodle Dandy, would 
durn the trick—though we doubt it. 


| ‘Good’ Officers 


A reader has complained that a recent 
Army Times headline implied that all of- 
ficers being released under. the current re- 
duction in force program were “stupid un- 
desirables.” This was the head: “No Boot 
for Good Officers” (3 August issue) over a 
story quoting Gen. Booth, the Army person- 
nel chief, as saying, “We will not release 
officers who are above average in perform- 
ance in their grade and branch.” 

This Army wife pointed out that many 
officers must be released, under current 
rules, because they would reach a certain 
nge before their next categories expire. The 
head lumped these men with “incompetents,” 
she complained, and was unfair. 

Of course, we intended to be unfair to 
ne one. The head merely condensed Gen. 
Kooth’s statement, which was assumed to 
refer to officers who were otherwise eligible 
for retention in the Army.

Engineers Demolish Bridge 
Leading to Stewart Ranges

They surface- 
dived and fixed one charge to the 
base of each piling, setting off only 
three at a time te aveid possible 
damage to a nearby pontoon bridge 
erected May 13 by the engineers 
to temporarily bear the route’s 
traffie. 

Meanwhile, across the 100-foot 
river, Co. A Engineers launched 
construetion ef the new bridge, 
which is expected te be completed 
by October. 

Bulldozers levelled ground, and 
a pile-driver, operated by SP2 Mar- 
tin Jeffersen and SP3 Ray Owens, 
laid an abutment, hammering a 
row of 40-feet pilings into the 
riverbank. 

The hammer of the big machine 
was powered by an air compressor, 
operated by PFC Charles King.

THE MAJOR fighting units of 
the Army are its seventeen divi- 
sions. We had nineteen divisions 
this time last year, but one has 
gone by the wayside (the 5th In- 
fantry Division, deactivated last 
May) and one (the 24th Infantry 
Division) is in course of deactiva- 
tion. The remaining divisions are 
distributed as follows: Five in Ger- 
many, two in Korea, "one in Alaska, 
one in Hawaii, and eight in the 
Continental United States. These 
last eight divisions form the Strate- 
gic Reserve Force: the-brigade 





force which ought to be ready to go 
on a few hours’ notice to any part 
of the world, It isn’t. Only two of 
its divisions are at or near full 
strength, and only two more could 
be brought to full strength in a 
hurry. 

Now, somewhere among these 
units, there must be further cuts— 
either in the manpower numbers 
of the units, making them still less 
ready, or in the number of divi- 
sions, already at rock bottom. We 
can’t take a division out of Ger- 
many without further weakening 
the already too-weak structure of 
NATO defense ang giving great 
encouragement to the Soviets. We 
certainly can’t take a division out 
of Korea, or leave Alaska or 
Hawaii without proper garrisons. 
Must we, then, cut down our stra- 
tegic reserve of ground troops in 
the United States? That’s what the 
British did—in the name of “econ- 
omy”—and the price they paid for 
it was humiliating disaster in the 
Middle East last year, and maybe 
again this year.

THIS CUT into the “muscle” of 
the Army ought to be reconsidered 
right away. It is very easy to say 
that this is the “air age” or the 
“atomic age” and that ground 
troops are as obsolete as the Greek 
hoplites that fought at Marathon.

Life at an Army Post 


ASMARA, Eritrea. —Kagnew Station, a new $8 million 
tape relay transmitter site, is now in operation at Asmara, 
Eritrea, Ethiopia. Col. Orman G. Charles has been its com- 
mander since the station was dedicated in May.. 


Because of its isolated location, 
Kagnew Station has operated since 
its founding as an almost com- 
pletely self-contained community, 
supplied by planes from the Air 
Force base at Dhahran, Saudi 
Arabia, and by ships docking at 
the Red Sea Port of Massawa. 

Some of the facilities available 
at the new site include: 

@ An interdenominational cha- 
pel with a seating capacity of 220, 
and an overflow space to accommo- 
date 150. more persons. This en- 
ables the post to consolidate its 
religious services in one building. 
Multifold sliding doors will soon 
* be installed to divide the overflow 
space into areas for religious edu- 
eation classes, small groups, choir 
rehearsal and social activities. 

@ A gymnasium organized un- 
der the supervision of Special Serv- 
ices. The gym houses a basketball 
court with bleachers, retractable 
backboards and an electric timer; 
six bowling alleys; a boxing ring; 
gymnastic equipment; and locker 
and shcwer rooms. 

@ A motion picture theater 
seating 350 at each showing. It is 
equipped with cinemascope screen, 
the latest model sound and pro- 
jection equipment, and an emer- 


gency lighting system. The stage 
will soon be used for soldier shows, 
dramatic productions, and a center 
for training classes and confer- 
ences. 

@ A dependent school provid- 
ing instruction in grades one 
through twelve for over 120 chil- 
dren of military personnel and 
American civilians. The _ school 


building contains seven classrooms, 
an auditorium, science laboratory, 
and library. 

@® A combined laundry and dry- 
cleaning plant capable of handling 
a monthly workload of 50,000 
pieces. With an addition of a water- 


softening unit, increased steam 
pressure and presses, bins and 
racks, the laundry has been able to 
achieve its present capacity and 
quality of service 

@® Three three-story barracks 
and 23 buildings containing 92 de- 
pendent housing units. Barracks | 


and family homes are of concrete 
block construction.

OTHER FACILITIES have been 


moved from the old post to the 








new site. . These inelude a mess 
hall; an infirmary, dispensary and 
dental clinic combined inte one 
unit; a post exchange and snack 
bar; officer and enlisted men’s 
clubs; and a service center. An 
athletic field has also been pro- 
vided. The construction ef an out- 
door swimming pool has been ap- 
proved.

When Fascist Italian forces over- 
ran Eritrea in 1935, they chose the 
city of Asmara as the capital for 
the proposed Italian East Africa. 
They rebuilt the city into a mod- 
ern community, which offers sev- 
eral restaurants, three theatres 
and a number of shops. Planes of 
major airlines stop regularly at its 
airport, thus providing American 
personnel with an opportunity to 
take leaves to distant places. 

About 71 miles east of Asmara, 
is the Red Sea port of Massawa. 
This small seaport provides Amer- 
icans with recreation oppertunities 
including swimming, skin diving, 
and deep sea fishing. 

Another city that beckons to Kag- 
new Station personnel is Axum, the 
capital of ancient Abyssinia and 
center of Coptic Christianity. It 
is here, at the Church ef St. Mary’s 
of Zion; that the Ethiopian jewels 
are safeguarded. Also, there are 
archaeological discoveries includ- 
ing the Obelishs of Axum, the tomb 
of the Queen of Sheba, and paint- 
ings depicting the essence of the 
Coptie religion. 

The Gondar castles constructed 
by Portuguese explorers during 
the Middle Ages, ruins of the 
Greek seaport ef Adulis, and bat- 
tlegrounds of Adua and Cheren 








also are available te Kagnew Sta- 
tion personnel. Natural wenders 
include primitive wastelands 
abounding with game. 

Personnel at Kagnew Station 
realize that enjoyment ef these 
varied recreational activities. is a 
privilege resulting frem the excel- 
lent relations existing between the 
post and the host government of 
Ethiopia.

Need Not Baffle

other women in the service to 
whom the hocus pocus of Air 
Force, Army, or Navy customs 
seem sometimes baffling some- 
times restricting. It is sad to con- 
template how many women spend 
their years with the services with- 
out ever..enjoying the full flavor 
of their colorful heritage. The first 
half of my life was spent as an Air 
Force daughter, the second half 
as an Army wife; I would not 
change *my background for any 
other. 

Just what is military tradition? 
One cannot watch a West Point 
graduation or walk among the 


without feeling it. [t is impossible 


lington Cemetery without being 
touched by it. I felt it recently 
when I worshipped in the historic 
post chapel at Fort Leavenworth, 
Kans., where my family and my 
husband’s family had attended 
services as young service couples. 


Tradition is that cohesive feel- 
ing that exists among service peo- 
ple when they serve together again 
and again in various parts of the 
world. Who does not feel it when 
the flag passes in review? I know 
what it is every night when I hear 
“Taps.” Tradition is simply perpet- 
uating what is worthwhile or beau- 
tiful of our inherited attitudes and 
service customs. - 

Military protocol is but one as- 

pect of our military tradition. You 
could call it a code of conduct 
based on accepted practices which 
guide our social behavior. 
» I was brought up to believe that 
the wife of the ranking officer 
poured the coffee, not the tea, that 
a party does not break up until 
the ranking officer present has 
gone home, that the wife of a 
lower ranking officer is introduced 
to the wife of an officer of higher 
rank. 

To the uninitiated these customs 
seem strange, but each one when 
analyzed is simply an effort to 
show respect. 

The demands of protocol are 
much less stringent than a few 
years ago. Many of the old service 
customs have been dropped entire- 
ly; some have been modified, such 
as the system of making formal 
calls. There is more room for in- 
dividual differences. The service 
wife has greater freedom in her 
private life than ever before in de- 
ciding whether to reject or accept 
committee responsibilities, or 
whether or not to work outside her 
home. 

The virtue of trying to maintain 
a high standard of social estiquette 
is apparent when we can see the 
danger. of straying too far from 
it. 

Take, for example, the matter of 
dress.

How to Wear Bars 
On Shirt Collar? 


LARAMIE, Wyo.: There seems 
to be a misunderstanding of the 
regulations pertaining to the cor- 
rect alignment of officers’ insignia 
when ‘worn on the -shirt collar. 

For lieutenant bars, the regula- 
tion states that the bar will be 
perpendicular to the top edge of 
the collar.

My question is, are the captain 
bars supposed to be perpendicular 
to the top of the collar or parallel 
to the front edge? 

I believe this should be printed, 
because I know of many officers 
who believe the insignia of rank 
should be parallel to the front 
edge of the collar.

Medics Study Safe Ways 
To Enter A-Blast Areas 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.— 
Just 30 minutes after an atomic 
bomb twice the size of the one 
which devastated Hiroshima during 


War II was detonated recently in 
the Nevada desert, SFC Joe Wil- 
liamson entered the blast area less 
than 500 yards. from ground zero 
and began work with his radiation 
detecting instrument, 

Williamson, operations. sergeant 
of the 67th Medical Group, was 
amazed at the ease and facility 
with which men under the super- 
vision of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission entered a “hot” area. 
Since his return to Brooke Army 
Medical Center, he has put to prac- 
tical use his experience and know] 
edge on how to enter safely -an 
area which is a radiological hazard, 

Type of clothing which a man 
wears, and the proper ‘sealing of 
that clothing by the use of ordinary 


masking tape, is of primary impor- 
tance, Williamson learned during 
the test.

Copter Pilot Loses Leg, 
Hopes to Resume Flying 


FORT RUCKER, Ala.—“I see no 
reason why I should be restricted 
in anything.” 

With these words CWO Clarence 
W. Tuxbury expressed the full 
extent of his comeback after a heli- 
copter collision earlier this year 
which resulted in the amputation 
of his right leg below the knee. 

Mr. Tuxbury hag just returned to 
duty with the Department of Rotary 
Wing instruction after extended 
treatment and convalescence at 
Walter Reed Army Hospital in 
Washington. 

A former member of Marine 
Corps, Tuxbury entered the Army 
with his present rank on July 1, 
1956, and was immediately as- 
signed to Fort Rucker. After com- 
pleting an orientation course, he 
became a helicopter instructor in 
the H-13 helicopter. 

Last Jan. 23, while practicing 
forced landings at Knox airfield, 
Mr. Tuxbury collided three to 
four yards off the ground with 
another helicopter coming in for 
a normaft landing. 


He was rushed to the Fort 
Rucker Hospital, where an immedi- 
ate amputation was performed. On 
Feb. 23 he was transferred to Wal- 
ter Reed for a second amputation 
and for treatment to prepare him 
for the use of an artificial limb. 

“The care I received,” Mr. Tux- 
bury remarked, “was outstanding.” 
After weeks of ultra-violet and 
whirlpool treatments, and special 
exercises to bring back normal use 
of his muscles, he was outfitted 
with an artificial limb which he 
mastered within two weeks. 


Mr. Tuxbury has already re- 
sumed his normal activities. “I’ve 
been dancing with my wife, and en- 
joying it, and have even been 
running around a bit.” 

His final ambition is to resume 
flying. “I know that I’m ready to 


start piloting a helicopter again,” 
he said.

The Doeg Indians left several re- 
minders of their presence in this 
area, Among these are the name 
of Dogue Creek, and the recently

, When Sgt. Willis’ J. Kling joined the Army he did so to get away 
from women. So the Army sent him to a part of Germany where there 
were four women for every man. Consequently, Kling, a character in the 
forthcoming novel “Sigrid and the Sergeant,” led the male forces against 
the wily women who were conducting the “Pomerantz Plan” to snare 
men, It sounds like good fun, and Appleton-Century-Crofts is pub- 
lishing the novel in October. Robert Buckner, who has won awards 
for his screen writing, is the author. 

Books about the Pacific area continue to rol] off the presses. One 
of the latest, and one of the best, is “Fires om the Plain,” the story 
of a Japanese soldier wandering around Leyte after the Americans 
have captured it. His agonizing experiences are portrayed with sin- 
— and vividness by the author, Shohej Ooka. Knopf is the pub- 

sher. 

New Guinea, in the southwestern Pacific, is the subject of a travel 
book just published by Lippincott. Title is “Land ef Dahori, Tales of 
New Guinea,” by Olaf Ruhen. The author, a New Zealander who 
piloted bombers out of England during War II, describes the area 
as a place of witchcraft, taboos, evil spirits, and one of the few wild 
places on earth where many natives have never even heard of white 
men. It’s reminiscent of “Tales of the South Pacific.” 

The jungles of Indo-China are the scene of Rene Riesen’s “Jungle 
Mission,” published by Crowell. The author, recently killed, was a 
French army Officer on duty with Indo-Chinese irregulars. He has 
written of his life in the jungles and villages, where he was sort of 
forced into bigamy with a couple of well-developed local ladies. 
Illustrated. ; 

At the San Francisco World’s Fair in 1940, Charlie Chaplain’s 
former Japanese butler approached Al Blake, an entertainer, and 
asked him to be a spy for Japan. Blake agreed, tipped off the Office 
of Naval Intelligence, and acted as a counterespionage agent to feed 
misleading information to Tokyo. Blake is one of the characters 
discussed in “Secret Servants, A History of Japanese Espionage,” by 
Ronald Seth. The book, published by Farrar, Straus and Cudahy, 
takes us through the past 75 years of Japanese spies, most of whom 
were patriotic and unpaid. It tells about Japanese undercover prepara- 
tion for the attack on Port Arthur in 1904 and the conquest of Man- 
churia in 1938. It also discusses Japanese spies at Pearl Harbor and 
on our own Pacific Coast, where so much information was collected 
that the experts in Tokyo couldn’t sift the vital stuff from the junk. 

Over on the other side of the world—in the Mediterranean area 
—the historians of World War II have written the ninth volume of 
the Army Medical Service's clinical series. This one is titled “Ortho- 
pedic Surgery in the Mediterranean Theater of Operations.” The 
author, Col. Oscar P. Hampton, Jr., points out that 71 percent ofthe 
wounds in this area were wounds of the extremities. These alone 
equaled the number of wounded and injured in action in the entire 
Korean conflict. The book is available from the Superintendent of 
Documents, Government Printing Office, Washington 25, D.C., for $4. 

An example of a good book for the wife or girl friend (but not 
too interesting to the man of the house) is “Natalie,” a new novel 
by Alexandra Orme, who wrote “Comes the Comrade.” The heroine 
is a 14-year-old girl who lives in a Budapest boarding house just before 
the Russians drove the Germans westward in World War II. The 
novel, published by Simon and Schuster, is well written but a bit 
too feminine for most service readers. 

There’s good news for John O’Hara fans. He has informed his 
Random House publishers that he’s hard at work on a new nevel, 
to be called “From the Terrace.” It will be finished some time next 
year. 

Dell, which puts out a lot of paperbound mysteries, has announced 
the appointment of Boris Karloff to its Mystery Library panel. He 
replaces the late Humphrey Bogart as a judge. 

Speaking of mysteries, Viking Press has just published a: collec- 
tion of three new Nero Wolfe yarns, under the title of “Three for the 
Chair.” Clarence Buddington Kelland’s latest, “The Case of the Name- 
less Corpse,” is about sabotage and adventure in the oil fields. Harper 
is the publisher. 

In Leonard Wibberly’s unusually fertile imagination, there’s a 
town in Yorkshire named Mars. This out-of-the-way place is the. site 
of a secret rocket base in “Take Me To Your President,” a comedy 
published by Putnam. When a resident of the place happens. to be 
in the rocket when it takes off, and the rocket lands in Nevada, and 
he happens to be wearing a space suit, and he tells people he’s from 
Mars, well . . .. Wibberly is the man who wrote a book about a little 
country that fought the United States so it could lose and be sup- 
ported by us. By mistake, the little country beat us, and then it was 
really in trouble. 

Simon and Schuster has recently come out with a realistic novel 
about the business and publicity end of the movie business. The 
title is “The Wall-to-Wall Trap,” and the author is Morton Freedgood. 
Some film men have cast aspersions On the accuracy of this indict- 
ment of the moviemakers with the “supple conscience,” but others 
who should know say it’s pretty accurate. The dialogue is wonderful.

enticing and rewarding travel re- 
gions on this continent. 


(Poorbaugh, who directs the 
State Information Bureau from his 


office in the Old Treasury, tells us| 


that 52,588 visitors from about 
every State in the union and 11 
foreign countries have strolled 
through the Colonial Capitol al- 
ready this year). 

With the United States Naval 
Academy, the greatest institution 
of its kind in the world, venerable 
St. John’s College, and some 25 
Colonial mansions and buildings 
to delight the eye and heart, An- 
Dapolis occupies a rather unique 
and certainly a highly important 
place in the tourist pattern of our 
country. 

One of the highly laudable 
organizations, one that we feel 
ay indebted to, is what is 

nown here as Historic Annap- 
olis, Inc., which sponsors walk- 
ing tours of such charming his- 
torical places as: 

STATE HOUSE on the Circle, is 
the oldest daily used State Capitol 
in the U. 8., having been built in 
1774. Here George Washington re- 
signed his commission as Com- 
mander of the Colonial Army in 
1784. Here also reposes the only 
American flag known to have been 
earried during the Revolution. 

OLD TREASURY BUILDING 
was erected in 1736 and was used 
as the Provincial Council Cham- 
ber until 1837 when it became a 
treasury. 

HAMMOND-HARWOOD HOUSE 
built in 1774 is known as one of 
the finest, if not the finest, ex- 
amples of Georgian architecture in 
America. 

CHASE HOUSE, just across the 
street from Hammond-Harwood, is 
where Francis Scott Key, composer 
of the Star Spangled Banner, mar- 
ried Mary Lloyd in 1809. 

ST. ANNE’S (EPISCOPAL) 
CHURCH stands on the site of the 
original edifice which was built 
in 1699. It has one of the most 
beautiful windows in the country. 

U. S. NAVAL ACADEMY covers 
some 256 acres on the shores of 
the Severn River. Once the site of 
Fort Severn, the Academy is both 
picturesque and commanding. In a 
beautiful marble crypt under the 
Chapel rests John Paul Jones, one 
of America’s greatest Naval heroes. 
Conspicuous on the campus is the 
Midshipmen’s “god of 2.5” (lowest 
passing mark) in the imposing form 
of Indian Chief Tecumseh.

Patients who have been hospital- 
ize) by VA for mental illness are 
not sent out “cold” to try their 
hand at former jobs, Dr. Brannon 
explained, 

The Coatesville hospital has a 
machine shop and a carpenter shop 
where men can brush up on rusty 
skills. Ex-plumbers, electricians, 
stock clerks, and bookkeepers are 
encouraged to work along with reg- 
ular hospital employes for several 
months before they leave. Former

Lung Disease Study 


WASHINGTON -« The Veterans 
Administration, in. eooperation 


with the armed forces, has begun 2, 


comprehensive study of two lung 
diseases similar to tuberculosis. 

Both are fungus infections which 
are being more commonly recog- 
nized by doctors, especially since 
World War Il, VA said. 

Known as histoplasmosis and 
coccidioidomycosis, the diseases 
imitate tuberculosis in_many ways. 
Both cause changes in the lungs 
that on x-ray photographs look 
much like changes caused by TB. 

Since there is no known cure for 
these fungus infections, the studies 
are aimed at testing the effective- 
wess of new drugs which show 
promise in treatment. 

. 


SOME CASES of the diseases are 
severe, and a few are fatal, al- 
though many are so mild that symp- 
toms are not readily. recognized as 
being caused by the fungus infec- 
tion. 

The doctors also hope to learn 
more about the frequency of the in- 
fections, areas in which they occur, 
ways in which they are contracted, 
refinement of laboratory proced- 
ures used in diagnosis, and indica- 
tions for surgery when the lungs 
have been severely affected. 

Tentative case registries of some 
500 patients with hostoplasmOsis or 
coccidioidomycosis in VA hospitals 
during the past two years have been 
established for study. Diagnoses 
are being substantiated by labora- 
tory tests. 

Past research has shown histo 
plasmosis is found mainly in Mis- 
sissippi River valley states, but a 
much wider area of prevalence is 
suspected. The disease is found in 
scattered regions elsewhere in the

LOS ANGELES. — Aeronutronic 
Systems, Inc., Ford Motor Com- 
pany’s west coast subsidiary en- 
gaged in the weapons systems field, 
within the next three months will 
launch a rocket vehicle which, 
is hoped, will travel several thou- 
sand miles above the surface of 
the earth. The announcement was 
made in Glendale by General J. 
Lynch, Aeronutronic president. 

Designated Operation Far Side, 
the program is sponsored by the 
Air Force Office of Scientific Re- 
search. Dr. Morton Alperin is the 
director of advanced studies for 
AFOSR and project monitor for 
Far Side. Aeronutronic, as the 
prime contractor, has the respon- 
sibility for designing, fabricating 
and firing the extreme altitude 
rocket, Mr. Lynch said. 

. . © 

THE INITIAL PHASE of the Far 
Side project represents the first 
step in a comprehensive research 
program aimed at obtaining infor- 
mation regarding the environment 
at great distances from the earth. 


Present planning calls for further 
experiments at even higher alti- 
tudes. It hoped that future 
weapons systems programs will 
benefit from the Far Side project. 

According to Dr. Ernst H. 
Krause, vice president of Aero- 
nutronic, the four stage solid 
propellant rocket vehicle will 
carry a small—3'2 pound—high- 
ly complex package of scientific 
instrumentation at a top speed 
of over 17,000 mph to a height 
never before achieved, The pur- 
pose of the rocket is to investi- 
gate atmospheric ‘and space 
phenomena at extremely high 
altitudes. The design and fabri- 
cation of the rocket vehicle and

its instrumentation are being 
done at the Aeronutronic Los 
Angeles facilities, Dr. Krause 
added.

At the Battle of Bennington, Vermont, Aug. 16, 1777, John 
Stark was in command of the Green Moyntain Boys as well as his 
own New Hampshire militia. The very popular British general, 
“Gentleman Johnny” Burgoyne, had sent a detachment of Redcoats 
and Hessians, with a large number of Indians, to capture the 
Colonials’ military stores at Bennington. As the Mountain Boys 
opened the attack, Stark gave the unusual command — unusual be- 
cause of its decidedly domestic touch. It must have reminded his 
men that their own wives might soon be widows if they didn’t win 
the fight. 

This was the first of Burgoyne’s long series of reverses. He lost 
900, the Americans only 82. Finally he surrendered at Saratoga, 
N.Y., on Oct. 17. This was important as it led to France’s decision 
to give military and naval aid to the American Colonies.

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Inflation Is Still 
Financial Bugaboo 


By H. R. BAUKHAGE 
bpd remains the bugaboo of economists as well as 
politicians, investors, speculators and financial columnists. 
If an old-time orthodox economist were told about gen- 


eral conditions only, without know- 
ing about prices and was suddenly 
told about this new-fangled infla- 
tion he' would doubtless reply 


“there ain't no sitch animule.” 

The past week didn’t shed any 
new light on the mystery of this 
phenomenon which shouldn’t exist 
but does. In fact, two things hap- 
pened to make the prospects of 
higher prices look less excusable 
but no less predictable. The Gov- 
ernment figures revealed that in- 
ventories (goods in factories and 
on shelves) had taken a five billion 
dollar jump above what they were 
a year ago, although slightly below 
the average increase of previous 
months this year. There was cer- 
tainly no dearth of supply and no 
marked fluctuation in demand. 

“Rather,” notes the Monthly 
Letter of the First National City 
Bank for August, “activity has 
leveled out in both firm and soft 
spots, including such areas of 
strength as plant equipment out- 
lays and such areas of weakness as 
homebuilding. Similar over-all 
slability appears in retail sales...” 

The second development which 
came as a jolt for the antitight- 
moneyites was a prediction by Sen. 
Kerr, (D.. Okla.) that the Federal 
Reserve Board would soon again 
raise the rediscount rate. Kerr is 
second ranking man on the Senate 
Finance Committee. So far, higher 
interest rates haven't cured infla- 
tion but the doctor says it would 
have been worse if ¢he patient had 
taken no medicine at all.

It is | 
recalled that it took Federal Re- 
serve discount rates as high as 7 
percent to rein in the boom of 1920, | 
and 6 percent in 1920. The indeter- | 
minate factor at the moment, which | 
is necessary to make higher rates | 
effective, is public psychology, and | 
that is always an imponderable. 

As one conservative observer 
puts it: 
“With the expansion of indus 
trial capacity that has taken place 
im many lines, there is some ques 
tion as to how much further wage 
and price increages can go without 
encountering: consumer resistance 
and over-supply, with deflationary 

results.”

Darkrooms 


By JACOB DESCHIN 
HAT TO do about a dark- 
room if you are obliged 
to move frequently from place 
to place where such facilities 
are not available? Pauline W. 
Schmid (USN) apparently finds 
herself in this dilemma and is 
looking for a solution. 
“I am seeking information about 
a portable darkroom,” she writes. 
“I am interested in doing my own 
developing and printing and plan 
to buy the equipment needed. Do 
you have any information regaré- 
ing the _ con- . 
struction of a 
compact box 
that could be 
used for dark- 
room purposes 
and shipment?” 
Not to duck 
the question, 
but because it 
lacks a few spe- 
cifics, such as 
the negative

essed and whether enlarging is 
contemplated, though the latter 
may be assumed in these days of 


small cameras, I believe I can be 
more helpful to Miss Schmid as 
well as to others faced with this 
problem, by pointing out the gen- 
eral requirements of the peripa- 
tetic darkroom rather than exact 
details. 
. . 

SOME YEARS back I recall a 
commercially available darkroom 
structure or two, which could be 
erected and broken down in a fairly 
short time, but one still had the 
problem of finding the space for 
it. 1 Moreover, its se eemed like invit- 
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ing more trouble than was neces- 
sary for the relatively modest re 
quirements of the amateur. 

I would say that the most prac- 
tical approach would be to pack 
equipment and materials and. to 
improvise a darkroom wherever 
one happens to be—using a bath- 
room, kitchen, closet or, where pos- 
sible, a basement corner in say a 
private home, or any small dark 
enclosure, or one that can be tem- 
porarily darkened. Working only 
at night would simplify matters. 

As for transporting the dark- 
room equipment, any handyman 
or cabinet maker can easily de- 
sign and build an efficient box 
compartmented to take enlarger, 
contact printer, safelight, trays, 
etc. 

It is a simple matter of measur- 
ing the various items to be packed 
and allotting space for each. Fit 
the items snugly to avoid their 
moving about in passage, using 
wood or cardboard wedges, and line 
the lid of the box with foam rub- 
ber to keep everything intact. 
Needless to add buy the smallest 
enlarger, etc., consistent with re- 
quirements, reliability and general 
efficiency 

Carry solutions only in powder 
form, so you can make up what 
you need for one session, then dis- 
card it. Make sure the lid of the box 
is attached by a piano hinge, fits 
tightly, use round head screws to 
hold the cover down. Thin metal 
washers under each screw will 
minimize wear. In addition to its 
importance in safe shipping, the 
compartmented box is handy, when 
putting away equipment and mate- 
rials after the processing session. 

The place selected for the tém- 
porary setup can be made dark, 
best at night, by pulling down 
window Shades — and | covering _the 





cracks, if any, in the door. Run- 
ning water in the room is, of course, 
desirable, but one can get by when 
necessary by making up the selu- 
tions elsewhere (bathroom, kitch- 
en) and bringing them into the 
work room. Washing can be 
done Jater ‘where water is avyail- 
able. The safelight can be screwed 
into a convenient socket, in stand 
or table lamp, ceiling socket, ete. 
* * . 

ORDINARILY, predictions of fu- 
ture developments in photography, 
are a dime a dozen, but when they 
come from leaders in the industry, 
they become hints on the thinking, 
even if for the time being it is 
just wishful, that is going on be- 
hind the scenes. Two such state- 
ments by representatives of two 
great companies appear in the Sep- 
tember issue of U.S. Camera. 

Dr. Ernst Leitz, son of the late 
E. Leitz, whose name is synony- 
mous with the Leica camera 
which he produced, believes, ac- 
cording to the exclusive inter- 
view, “the biggest advances in 
lenses are not likely te be in 
speed, but through improvements 
in optical glass manufacturing 
. « » improvements in the imme- 
diate future are in the hands of 
the chemists rather than the en- 
gineers.”’ 

What will amateur movie cam- 
eras look like 50 years hence? Rob- 
ert L. Smith, a Bell & Howell styl- 
ist, shows drawings of seven pdos- 
sibilities, and Malcolm Townsley, 
vice-president in charge’of engi- 
neering, predicts “ ... color films 
that require ‘no development or 
that can be developed immediately 
in the camera .. . more automatic 
operation . . . elimination of wind- 
ing . .. drop-in magazine type of 
projector . stereo projection, 
without glasses.” 








New Items On Photo Dealers’ Shelves 


TM'HE EFFECT of a three-dimen- 
sional picture is obtainable 
with a single, adjustable projection 
lens, called the Spacial, in the pro- 
jection of an individual color or 
black-and-white slide, according to 
the inventor, A. F. Montagne of 
Liege, Belgium, who is presently 
negotiating for a distributor of his 
discovery in the United States. The 
price will be somewhere around 
$50 for the lens, which will come 
in three sizes for 8mm, 16mm and 
35mm projectors, still and movies. 
Said by the inventor to create 
the illusion “of looking through 
the screen as through a window,” 
the lens fits over the regular pro- 
jector lens and, in combination 
with a metallic cloth screen and 
polaroid glasses worn by viewers, 
the result is “the illusion of re- 
lief and great depth.”

ANOTHER UNUSUAL item that 
may or may not some day reach 
American shores but may be avail- 
able to servicemen who happen to 
be in West Germany, is the 
Cam-binox, a device consisting of 
a pair of binoculars with a camera 
in the middle. The camera takes 
20 16mm pictures, using a double 
cartridge (exposed film is wound 
frem the loaded cartridge into an 
empty one, therefore requires no 
rewinding) 

Basically, the Cam-binox is a 7x 
35 prism binocular (seven-times 
magnification with a 35mm-diam- 
eter objective lens). You view 
and focus the picture through the 
binocular, set the camera distance 
accordingly, and shoot away — 
through a 90mm, 135 mm or 50mm 
lens, all interchangeable on the 





camera by means of a bayonet 
mount, Shutter speeds range from 
1/30th to 1/800th of a second, 
transporting the film resets the 
shutter. The maker is_ optical 
works J D. Moller of Wedel in Hol- 
stein (Western Germany).

Benning to Route ‘Enemy’ 
In October Demonstration 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—For the third time this year 


Benning forces will successfully route a “foreign” 


power 


from the State of Georgia this Fall. 


Against a. background of Amer- 
ica under invasion, Benning’s In- 
fantry School has devised a prob- 
lem to graphically illustrate the 
value of the helicopter on the 
modern atomic ‘battlefield. 

The demonstration instituted by 
the Infantry School’s Tactical De- 
partment had its first staging last 
spring before top U.S. scientists 
and Congressmen who visited Fort 
Benning. It will again be staged 
for the 25th semi-annual Joint 
Civilian Orientation Conference in 
October.

THE SETTING for the problem 
is the area which surrounds the 
viewers who are . actually in 
“enemy” territory, 

The story behind the problem is 
this: 

The aggressor enemy invaded 
the Southeastern U.S. last year, 
and*is now fighting a skillful de- 
laying action. The 10th Inf. Div., 
part of I corps, has been given 
the assignment of crossing over 
the Upatoi and the surrounding 
high ground, cutting aggressor de- 
fensive positions in half. Time is 
important because an enemy tank 
unit is approaching. 

In order to achieve the required 
speed, the 10th Div. commander 
plans to strike the enemy with 
atomic weapons, then follow up 
with one force attacking on the 
ground and another delivered. by 





prevent aggressor withdrawal or 
reinforcement. 

To gain up-to-date information 
on important terrain features and 
enemy dispositions, a camera-carry- 
ing drone (pilotiless) airplane, 
which has a speed of more than 
200 miles per hour, is sent over 
enemy territory to take pictures. 
The commander can have the com- 
plete print in his hands within 20 
minutes after the plane lands. 

In this demonstration spectators 
are given an aerial photo, still wet 
from processing, of their area 
while the demonstration is still be- 
ing staged. 

Further detailed information is 
desired of enemy dispositions in 
areas where helicopter-borne as- 
saults are planned. To accomplish 
this, a helicopter reconnaissance 
unit attached to the division _is 
used. 

Once patrols are completed, the 
attack begins. Atomic weaponis 
are exploded on enemy strong 
points and reserves. Troops lifted 
by helicopter follow closely after 
the atomic attack to complete de- 
struction of the enemy and block 
routes of movement. 

Spectators see a rifle company 
land by helicopter. Within one 
minute the landing is completed 
and under cover of intense agtil- 
lery support the company is 
launching an attack to wipe out 





helicopter behind enemy lines to

CLEAR PLASTIC SAVES CAST 


(THERE is a simple way to protect 

a plaster-of-paris cast, which is 
specially necessary if it is on a 
child. Just spray the cast with 
clear plastic. 


So many things happen te a cast, 
which may be on a broken arm or 
leg, it is no wonder that after a 
week or two it either becomes limp 
or crumbles into powder. Its use- 
fulness in supporting the broken 
bones is practically gone. 

Worse, it may be dangerous be- 
cause it does not hold the frag- 
ments of the broken bone so they 
stay properly fitted to each other. 
Consequently, the bone may heal 
in a deformed position. 

In any hardware or paint shop 
you can get cans of clear plastic 
which can be sprayed on the cast 
merely by pushing a button on the 
can. 

The plastic spray gives the cast 
a firm consistency so that it is pre- 
served for a muck longer time than 
it would otherwise. 

Ordinarily, when a plaster cast 
gets dirty and is cleaned with a wet 
eloth the cast becomes soft and 
spongy. When the cast is protected 
by the plastic spray the glass-like 
finish keeps the dirt from sticking 
and it ean easily be wiped with a 
damp cloth without softening the 
cast. 

The spray can be applied even 
before the plaster cast is thoreugh- 
ly dry. If you use a colored plastic 
spray you will give a rather gay 
appearance to a not so gay disa- 
bility. 








1% oz. almonds, grated 

Work butter into flour with fin- 
gers and add sugar and baking 
powder.

Panama and Puerto Rico were 
discovered by the Spaniards cen- 
turies ago, and today, they are be-

Both Puerto Rico and the Canal 
Zone have an easy-going way of 
life that attracts visitors, 

‘ CANAL ZONE 

Since the weather in Panama is 
hard on perishable items, bring 
mostly cotton. Summer clothing is 
worn the year round, but a few 
woolens may occasionally come in 
handy. Rain apparel is a must. 
Silks and leather goods are also 
affected by the climate. Shoes can 
be purchased locally without dif- 
ficulty, but it is recommended 
that you bring enough to last, to 
be sure of having your size and 
style 

The Canal Zone is a strip of land 
10 miles wide and about 55 long. 
The government is a U.S. govern- 
ment agency which administers civ- 
il alfairs within the Zone. The Pan- 
ama Canal Company is a U.S. gov- 
ernment agency maintaining the 
Canal 

The senior military headquarters 
in this area is the Caribbean Com- 


mand. CinCarib is a unified com- 
mand composed of elements of 
Army, Navy and Air Force, with 


headquarters on the post of Quarry 
Heighis, on the Pacific side of the 
Isthmus

ALL ARMY posts have bachelor 
officer quarters, although they may 
not always be sufficient to meet 
tye demand. In that case, the offi- 
cer will commute (usually about 
gix miles), Enlisted men occupy 
barracks especially designed for 
the tropics. Family housing is usual- 
ly available without more than a 
30- to 60-day wait for officers, Hous- 
ing for enlisted personnel varies 
according to rank and size of fam- 
ily

temporary quarters can usually be 
obtained in. the cities of Panama or 
Colon, They must be certified by a 
medical officer before they are 
rented to personnel.

Since Panama, like Hawaii and 
Alaska, is an overseas station where 
a complete basic “package” of 
household furniture is provided 
the service family, shipment of 
household goods is reduced to 2000 
pounds or 25 percent of the allow- 
ance authorized by joint travel 
regulations, whichever is greater. 

Among the items you may want 
to ship are: infants’ equipment, 
washing machine (wringer type), 
glassware, bedding, television set, 
sewing machine, rugs and lamps 
and vacuum cleaner.

ELECTRICITY at some Canal 
Zone posts is 60 cycles, same as in 
the U.S. Others have 25 cycle. 
This means you may have to use 
a converter, which is expensive, or 
have your appliances converted.

DEPENDENT CHILDREN attend 
schools operated by the Canal Zone 
government, These schools range 
from kindergarten to high school. 
An extensive adult education pro- 
gram is also conducted in Panama. 

Gorgas Hospital, on the Pacific 
side, and Coco Solo Hospital on the 
Atlantic side (both operated by the 
Canal Zone Government), provide 
all specialized medical care for 
military personnel and their de- 
pendents. The Armed Forces are 
not authorized to maintain hospital 
facilities in the Canal Zone. 

Pets are confined for four months 
in the Canal Zone Health Depart- 
ment quarantine station, upon ar- 
rival. Since many pets do not sur- 
vive this confinement, it is better 
to buy a local breed bred to with- 
stand the animal diseases. 

The Panamanian monetary unit 
is the Balboa, equivalent to and 
used interchangeably with the U.S.

PUERTO RICO 





There are no extremes of heat or 


cold in subtropical Puerto Rico. 
The temperature averages 15 de- 
grees. Light casual clothing, there- 
fore, is a must, Cottons are the 
most comfortable. 


Although the island lies within 

the hurricane belt,’these storms 
don’t strike often. The one in 1956 
was the first to hit Puerto Rico in 
24 years. 
“ Most of the married officers and 
NCOs of the Army command are 
quartered in family housing areas 
at Fort Buchanan. The govern- 
ment family quarters are usually 
equipped with Quartermaster fur- 
niture and equipment. The Wher- 
ry housing units are furnished 
with only refrigerators and stoves 
although recent authority permits 
issuance of QM furniture and 
equipment to Wherry occupants.
